Examiner called the attorney for the applicant (Mr. Sheets) to discuss three issues. 

First, claims 26 and 27 are unclear. The examiner suggested they should be rewritten as "The liquid crystal display 
device as claimed in claims 17 (or 18) wherein said first insulating film has a thickness such that the light shielding film 
does not act as a back gate of a thin film transistor" (or equivalent language, based on the specification, p. 9, lines 13- 



Second, the term "length" in the independent claims is potentially unclear, in that it could be either dimension of the 
channel/LDD region, with the longer usually being referred to as the "length" and the shorter usually being referred to 
as the "width". If it were taken to be the width, the independent claims at least would be anticipated by the prior art, 
notably Muraide, which in Fig. 2, for instance, shows contact holes 13 below the data lines which are wider than the 
channel/LDD region. Clarifying the meaning of the term "length", so that it only refers to the long side of the 
channel/LDD region, would resolve this issue. 

Third, claims 28 and 29 appear to refer to Figs. 1 1 and 12, but are unclear; these figures do not have contact holes at 
all, between the gate line and the light shielding film, so "another set of contact holes" is not clear. The "croquet-hoop" 
light shields (which do not contact the gate line) shown in Fig. 12 are not found in the prior art of record, but the present 
claim language does not clearly recite these features. 

The attorney for the applicant told the examiner he would consider these issues and respond to the examiner.
